An annual problem for the average 
rifle hunter is that of sighting in his 
gun. Ifs an essential art that must 
bp done before the season actufllly 
s ta r ts if hunting is to be successful. 
Most men feel they are just too busy 
to take an extra hour off and go to 
the rifle range to fire a few rounds. 
It is fortunate for them that most 
guns hold their zero pretty well from 
one year to the next. And also that 
a m m u n itio n has become so nearly 
perfect that the bullet impact usually 
is retained. 
‘ 
But this good luck factor doesn t 
happen all the time. Neither does it 
happen for the man who just borrows 
a friends gun and spends a couple 
hundred dollars for a lease and inci­ 
dentals only to miss the biggest buck 
he’s ever seen. (That’s always the 
case when you m ils a buck. Ifs never 
a little one.) 
True it is more difficult today to 
find a place for sighting in rifles than 
at any other time in history. You just 
can’t g<* out and find an old gravel 
pit or crawl over a farmer’s fence. 
Rut 
fortunately, there are enough 
shooting ranges where you can sight 
in the big bore for a dollar or two. If 
your gun is in proper form, two or 
three shots will do it. But if voui 
scope has gotten knocked out of posi­ 
tion, then you may shoot up a half­ 
box of ammo before correcting the 
aim.. But what is that compared to 
what you pay for a place to hunt? 
Today’s guns, especially those with 
scopes, are extremely accurate. They 
ju st need to be sighted in. 
There’s a good rule of thumb for 
sighting in a high-powered rifle. In 
fact, it works on all rifles. 


If it’s a .22 long-rifle hi-speed, zero 
it in at 25 yards. It will hit ' j inch 
high at 50 yards, hut drops 4 inches 
low at IOO. At 150 yards it is 16 
inches low. 
Now move up to the 222 Remington 
Magnum or the 223 Rem— lightest 
calibers that should be used on Texas 
white tailed 
deer. 
This 
cartridge 
shoots U inch low at 25 yards At 
50 it is 1 j inch high. At IOO yards it 
is I 1 ^ inches high and the same at 
200 yards. 
The popular .243 will zero at 25; it 
is % inch high at 50; 2 inches high 
at IOO and drops to ’ •» inch high at 
200. 
That 
popular 
.308 
Winchester 
zeroes at 25; is I inch up to 50 and 
back to 1 j inch at 200. 
The old .30-30 zeroes in \ \ inch 
low at 25; IU inches high at 50 and 
2 inches high at 150, but drops to 
2 1 •> inches low at 200. 
th ese are just a few figures to in­ 
dicate what you can expect of your 
gun, if you hold it right and it shoots 
a consistent grouping. Lots of guns 
today still group shot after shot in 
the X ring, if held right. 
This is one thing that adds up to 
more successful hunts, more kills and 
fewer cripples. With a good scope and 
any of the popular calibers, it is al­ 
most impossible to not make a killing 
shot on a deer up to 200 yards. Impact 
will be within an inch or two of where 
vou aim, if you aim right and don t 
jerk it off by pulling rather than 
squeezing the trigger. 
So. if you want to be sure, take th e 
old smoke-piece out to the range anc 
test it with a few shots. It will pay 
o ff by better shooting in the field.

In fact, in many countries, dis­ 
senting opinions are simply not 
allowed. Once a majority deci­ 
sion is reached, dissenters are ex­ 
pected to keep their views 
to 
themselves. 
Hut on our Supreme Court, 
public dissent has a long and re­ 
spectable history. It has been a 
regular feature of the Court ever 
since I SOC when a holdout justice 
voiced 
his 
disagreement 
with 
t hief Justice John Marshall. 
One great virtue of this right 
of dissent (“ the only thing that 
makes life tolerable,” said Justice 
William O Douglas) 
is that it 
mas help shape the law of the 
future. Major changes in the law, 
including even amendments to 
the Constitution, have had rt>ots 
in 
earlier 
dissenting 
opinions 
from the Court. 
Still, dissents, if overdone, can 
needless!\ weaken both public un­ 
derstanding and public acceptance 
of a Court ruling. At least, say 
critics, a judge should not dissent 
merely because of minor disagree­ 
ment or personal pride. 
Statistics do show that rela­ 
unch few of the dissenting opin­ 
ions 
en en 
those of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, the “ Great Dis- 
senter" 
have ever become the 
law of the land. 
Is it surprising that dissents oc­ 
cur so often? Not when one con­ 
s id e r s the kind of questions the 
Court must answer. Almost al­ 
ways, then are questions on which 
even the wisest and fairest of men 
may stiffer 
The easy ones just 
never reach the Court at all.
